1.  (I)  This  Act  -may  be  called  the 

Andhra  Pradesh  Abolition  of  the  posts  of 
Village  Assistants  Act,  1991* 

(2)  It  shall  be  deemed  to  have  come 
into  force  on  the  5th  November',  1990* 

2*  In  this  Act  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires*,  — 

(a)  'Government'  means  the  State 
Government  of  Andhra  Pradesh; 

(o)  'Prescribed1  means  prescribed  by 
rules  made  by  the  Government  under  this- 
Act ; 


(c)  'Village  Assistant'  means  an 
officer  appointed  under  sub-section  (1) 
of  section  4 of  the  Andhra  Pradesh  Abo- 
lition of  Posts  of  Part-time  Villaye 
Officers  Act,  1985. 

3.  (1)  The  Andhra  Pradesh  Abolition 
of  Posts  of  Part-time  Village  Officers 
Act,  1985  is  hereby  repealed. 

(2)  Upon  such  repeal,  the  provisions 
of  section  8 of  the  Andhra  Pradesh  General 
Clauses  Act,  1891  shall  apply. 

4.  The  posts  of  Village  Assistants  in 
the  State  of  Andhra  Pradesh  are  hereby 
abolished.  Every  person  who  holds  the 
post  of  Village  Assistant  in  any  part  of 
the  State  of  Andt'ra  Pradesh  shall  forth- 
with cease  to  hold  such- post.

{2)  The  Government  shall  evolve  a 
Scheme  to  absorb  the  Village  Assistants 
whose  posts  are  abolished  under  section  4, 
in  the  category  of  Junior  Assistants  in 
any  State  Government  service . by  making- 
such  suitable  provision  as  may  be  nece- 
ssary under  the  proviso  to  article  309 
of  the  Constitution  of  I.idia*
